2. BEGIN TEXT. WE HAVE BECOME ACQUAINTED WITH THE DRAFT 

REPORT SENT BY YOU ON PREPARATION AND UTILIZATION OF SCIENTIFIC AND 
ENGINEERING-TECHNICAL PERSONNEL IN THE UNITED STATES. WE SHALL HOPE 
THAT THE PROBLEMS ARISING IN THE DRAFT WILL BE FULLY REFLECTED IN 
THE REPORT ITSELF. 

3. HAVING STUDIED YOUR DRAFT REPORT THE SOVIET SIDE CAME TO THE 
CONCLUSION THAT IT IS NECESSARY TO GIVE IN ITS OWN DRAFT REPORT 
THE CORRESPONDING SECTION CONCERNING THE HISTORY OF THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF SOVIET HIGHER SCHOOLS. WE ALSO ARE BROADENING 
THE PART ON A COMPLETE MIDDLE EDUCATION AND WE WILL EXAMINE THE 
DIFFERENT WAYS THE POPULATION CAN OBTAIN A COMPLETE 

MIDDLE EDUCATION. WE ALSO WILL POINT UP PROBLEMS OF ACCEPTING 
STUDENTS INTO HIGHER SCHOOLS IN A SEPARATE CHAPTER. THE SOVIET

5. IT WOULD ALSO BE NICE TO RECEIVE MORE DETAILED INFORMATION 

ON THE PROCESS OF ALLOTMENT OF LOANS, OF DAILY ALLOWANCES, STUDENT 
STIPENDS, 

ON THE FORMS AND TYPES OF "WORK-STUDY" PROGRAMS, ON THE PROCESS 
AND TENDENCIES IN FINANCING "WORK-STUDY " PROGRAMS, OF SOURCES 
OF FINANCING GRADUATE STUDENTS IN DIFFERENT FIELDS OF KNOWLEDGE 
(FOR EXAMPLE, IN THE SOCIAL SCIENCES, ENGINEERING SCIENCES, 

PHYSICS, LIFE 
SCIENCES). 

6. I WOULD ALSO LIKE TO SEE MORE-DETAILED SECTIONS DEDICATED 
TO PROBLEMS OF QUANTITY, STRUCTURES AND UTILIZATION OF 
SCIENTIFIC PERSONNEL. 

IN PARTICULAR IT WOULD BE N CE TO CITE DATA ON THE MORE GENERAL 
CHARACTER - OF THE LEVEL OF EDUCATION OF THE POPULATION AND THE 
NUMBER OF SPECIALISTS HAVING HIGHER AND MIDDLE EUDCATIONS; TO SHOW 
HOW UNDER US CONDITIONS THE PROBLEM IS SOLVED AS TO THE TRAININO 
OF RESERVE PERSONNEL FOR INTERDISCIPLINARY AND NEW SCIENTIFIC 
DIRECTIONS; TO PAY GREATER ATTENTION TO QUESTIONS OF OPTIMIZING 
CONDITIONS FOR INSURING THEGREATEST PRODUCTIVE WORK BY THE 
SCIENTIFIC WORKERS, RATIONALIZATIONS OF CORRELATIONS BETWEEN

TO SHOW INTEREST IN THE BUILDING OF RESEARCH AND OF WORKING NOT ONLY 
OF TECHNICIANS BUT OF ALL AUXILIARY AND ATTENDING PERSONNEL. 

FINALLY, WE HOPE THAT IN THE REPORTS BOTH SIDES WILL BE GIVEN ALL 
THE INITIAL CONCEPTS, ACCEPTED DURING STATISTICAL CALCULATIONS 
AND STUDIES, REALMS OF PREPARATION AND UTILIZATION OF SCIENTIFIC
